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the city exercising them and this act shall not he construed to
limit or repeal any powers now possessed by any such city. In
any city of the first class where there is not in existence a ecity
plan commission and until there is such commission, tne board
of public land commissioners, if there be such board, shall be
vested with the powers given to the city plan commission by this
section. In any other city where there is not in existence a eity
plan commission and until there is such commission, the common
council may appoint a committee which shall be vested with the
powers given to the ecity plan commission by this section.

Secrion 4. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 405 ‘

AN ACT to amend sectionn 411—4 and paragraph (a) of sub-

section (2) of section 20.31 of the statutes, relating to the

number of county training schools for teachers that may be
established.

The peoplc of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

Sectiox 1. Section 411-—% and paragraph (a) of subsection
(2) of seetion 20.31 of the statutes are amended to read: Sec-
tion 411—4. The state superintendent shall give such informa-
tion and assistance as may seem necessary in organizing and
maintaining such training schools. He shall preseribe the
course of study to be pursued; shall have the general super-
vision of all schools established under this section; shall from
time to time inspect the same, make such recommendations re-
lating to their management as he may deem necessary, and make
such reports thereon as shall give full information concerning
their number, character, and efficiency; provided, that he shall
not place upon the said list more than * * * {hirty-five
schools.

(20.31) (2) (a) The state superintendent shall keep a list
of not more than * * * {hirty-five of such training schools,
whose course of study and the qualifications of whose teachers
have, on application, been approved by him; and any such train-
ing school onee entered on such list may remain listed and be
entitled to state aid so long as the scope and character of its
work are maintained in such manner as to meet his approval.

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
